As the 14th of February draws nearer, many of us feel 
inclined for retrospect and sentimentalising over our boy­ 
hood St. Valentines’* Days “when love was young.” And 
upon that hangs a tale that goes back to long ago. 
In 130 
A. D., Valentine, an Egyptian by birth, came to the strange 
wild Rome of Emperor Claudia. 
Rome had no use for 
Christians and Valentine soon found himself in prison. 
Asterias, a Roman fanatic, belirving that he could win 
Valentine back to idolatry, had him paroled tffmft prison 
in his care. 
Valentino thereupon returned good with good 
by healing the daughter of Asterius of deadly disease, and 
by a strange twist of Fate, Asterius and all his house 
hold were converted to Christianity. 
But once more this 
Valentine was thrown into prison and after fingering in 
a dungeon many days, wgs beaten with clubs, and finally 
beheaded on the FUminian Way on the 14th of February. 
Later Valentine wa* canonized, and the 14th of February 
became the day of St. Valentine. 
Long before the time that Valentine came to Rome, 
however, a custom existed whereby at certain times of the 
year—in February—with feasting and revelry, the names 
of young women were drawn from an urn by the Roman 
roen—a “grab bag” method of securing wives. 
When the 
Romans had a holiday it was anything but holy, and so far- 
reaching and demoralizing has this one become that to 
break up its pagan influence the religious body of the 
state dedicated the day to Saint Valentine, hoping there­ 
by to redeem it. 
•From then, until the middle of the seventeenth century, 
there are few records.

YOUR INCOME TAX 
The term “earned income,” in computing which the tax­ 
payer is allowed on all net income up to $5,006 and not 
exceeding $10,000 a credit, of 25 per cent of the amount 
of ttet, Is defined by income tax regulations as “wages, 
salaries, professional fees and other amounts received for 
personal services actually rendered.” However, there are 
thousands of cases of taxpayers engaged in a trade or 
business in which both personal service and capital are 
material income producing factors. 
In such cases It ia 
provided that “a reasonable allowance in compensation 
lor personal services shall be considered as earned 
in­ 
come.” -It is further provided that tjie tptal^arqpunt treat­ 
ed as earned income from a trade or business shall not 
exceed 20 per cent of the taxpayer’s share of the net prof-
